Baptists Surmounted Many Difficulties to Build Present Church in 
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Difficulties attended the growth 
of the Baptist church in Southeast 
Missouri. The first Baptist known 
to live permanently west of the 
Mississippi river 
were 
Thomas 
Bull and his wife, and her moth­ 
er, a Mrs. Lee, who moved in 1796 
to a place about a mile and a half 
south of Jackson. Then 
shortly 
before 1800, the 
Rev. 
Thomas 
Johnson, a Baptist clergyman who 
had been a missionary among the 
Cherokees in Georgia, performed 
what is believed to be the first 
protestant baptism 
administered 
west of the Mississippi. The ser­ 
vice was held at Randol’s creek 
while the Rev. Mr. Johnson was 
visiting friends. 
For a time Baptists became in­ 
creasingly numerous and devout. 
When it was organized, the Cape 
Girardeau 
association 
included 
Scott, 
Mississippi, 
Perry, 
and 
Cape Girardeau counties. Among 
churches organized 
during 
the 
early part of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury were these: Pleasant 
Hill, 
in Scott county in 1828; Cypress 
in 1827, reorganized in 1847 and 
again in 1867, until it 
became 
known as the Diehlstadt church; 
Mount Moriah at Mathews’ Prai­ 
rie in 1830. 
Early in the century the church 
was very strict, and careless mem­ 
bers were punished. Others were 
granted special privileges. In 1808 
three members 
were 
excluded 
for “having Armenian views” and 
three years later one 
was 
dis­ 
carded 
for 
joining 
a 
Masonic 
lodge. At a meeting in 1818 mem­ 
bers resolved that Hannah 
Ed­ 
wards be allowed to wear gold 
earrings for the benefit 
of 
her 
health, and in 1820 they decided 
this problem: “Church in confer­ 
ence. Query: If a member is con­ 
strained to shout shall the church 
bear with it? Answer: Yes.” 
More grievous questions 
than 
these 
retarded 
the 
church’s . 
growth, however. After prospering 
until about 1837, members soon! 
found themselves beset by inter- ! 
nal bickering. Since its organiza- i 
tion, the Cape Girardeau associa- 1 
tion had been doing local mission- | 
ary work without criticism, with i 
now the growth of the missionary j 


spirit and the agitation of the an­ 
timission doctrine in other groups 
aided development of 
anti-m is­ 
sion strength. In 1840, the strong 
est faction 
(anti-mission) 
with­ 
drew from the old 
group 
and 
formed the New Cape Girardeau 
Moriah, Pleasant Hill, and Little 
Association, which 
included 
Mt. 
River, combined with the Oran 
church. Discovering 
they 
were 
not now strong, the regular Bap­ 
tists soon allowed decay to fall 
upon their association. 
Differences were later 
settled 
satisfactorily, and as 
population 
increased, churches in 
compact 
districts were dismissed from old­ 
er organizations to form ones of 
their own. Expansion was retard­ 
ed during the war between the 
states, and afterward, as was that 
of the Methodist church; and from 
1865 
until 
1867, 
the 
Baptist 
church had only 
one 
minister, 
John H. Clark, to serve twenty- 
nine churches. 
The Charleston association was 
formed in 1876 with four small 
churches 
and a 
membership of 
146. Eleven years later there were 
656 members in eighteen church­ 
es: thirteen in Scott county; three 
in Mississippi: and two in New 
Madrid. They were 
located 
at 
Benton, Bethany, Bethel, Diehl­ 
stadt, Harmony, Hickory Grove, 
Hopewell, Little River, 
Morley, 
Mount Moriah, New Providence, 
Oran, Pleasant Hill, Pleasant Val­ 
ley, Savannah, Sikeston, 
Unity, 
and Zion. 
The growth of the church here 
was as seriously hampered as 
as 
the district’s but for reasons vast­ 
ly different. Early records of the

Jones, a Dexter minister who had 
infrequently come here to preach 
without charge, Mrs.

The congregation was small but 
1 enthousiasrtic.

Women of the church, including 
the late Mrs. Mattie McGilsvary, 
a sister of Mrs. Chapman, formed 
a Ladies’ Aid Society, which did 
much to maintain the church and 
make possible its final successful 
growth.

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FOUNDING OF NORTH 
SPRINGFIELD IN 1870 


In the early spring of 1879, im- 
miately after the Ozark land Co., 
and the Atlantic and Pacific Rail­ 
way Company had 
located 
the 
railway depot north of Spring­ 
field, a town was laid 
out 
and 
North Springfield, as it was call­ 
ed, sprang into existence as if 
by magic. Walls of buildings arose 
almost over-night. 
The 
“Ozark 
House”, 
a 
three-story 
frame 
building, 
the 
largest 
hotel 
in 
southwest 
Missouri, 
wasrushsd 
to completion for the anticipated 
flood of new-comers, and 
when 
the first train came through in 
April 1870, there was already a 
new town of nearly 400 peopl°, 
with more than 30 business hous­ 
es. 
On July 
4, 
1870, 
sixty-five 
years ago this week, the town of 
North Springfield was incorporat­ 
ed by the county court of Greene 
county. This order of incorpora­ 
tion was soon rescinded, however, 
as it was found that few of the 
petitioners and none of the per­ 
sons appointed as trustees of the 
new town had lived in Missouri 
long enough to become 
citizens. 
An May 8, 1871, a re-incorpora­ 
tion was effected. 
Real estate dealing immediate­ 
ly became the first business in­ 
terest of North Springfield. Dur­ 
ing the first six months, $90,000 
worth of town lots were sold to­ 
gether with thousands of acres of 
farm lands.

years ago this week, the town of 
North Springfield was incorporat­ 
ed by the county court of Greene 
county. This order of incorpora­ 
tion was soon rescinded, however, 
as it was found that few of the 
petitioners and none of the per­ 
sons appointed as trustees of the 
new town had lived in Missouri 
long enough to become 
citizens. 
An May 8. 1871, a re-incorpora­ 
tion was effected. 
Real estate dealing immediate­ 
ly became the first business in­ 
terest of North Springfield. Dur­ 
ing the first six months, $90,000 
worth of town lots were sold to­ 
gether with thousands of acres of 
farm lands.
